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Jupiter, tiitt moHt eminent aud higii-loncid of all the gods, 
passed through mauy tribulations aud perils hetweeu the hour of 
his birth and his elBoient and energetic manhood. His very 
existence was as unoartaia as the tarn of the Lott^y wheel. Hia 
fethet, Saturn, was a, debased aud disreputable brute, accua- 
tomed to devouring his children as fast as Madame Rhea, hia 
devoted wife, bore them to him, and Jupiter was the fliTjt of the 
family to reach man's estate. To save nini for hia magnificent 
destiny, while yet in bis mother's womb, she plotted with the 
iiowera of heaven and earth, who aided her in her flight to the 
kingdom of Crete in search uf childbed ; and there tne child's 
first wail of pain re-echoed through the cavea of the .^gsean 
monntaine. Tradition has been negligent of the devoted mother, 
but has loved to Jiuger npon the thrilHng incideuts of the life of 
the puissant son. The genero'js daughter of Milissus, Kiug of 
Crete, watched over the youna fe^aw, as did Pharaoh's daughter 
over the foundling of the buKm^hes. She suckled him of the 
goat Amalthie, and be grew robuat and hearty. As a memento, 
he broke off the horn of the maternal goat, and pj'esentod it, filled 
with ftnita and herbs, to bis generous patron. 

This became the Cornncopia of the ancients — the horn of 
plenty. It is represented as ever overflowing with trtiaaurea, 
paJpable or unseen, for the benefit of humankind. 

One may search the Encyclopedias of heraldry in vain for this 
emblem on the family escutcheons of the bine bloods of Christen- 
dom ; but there is good reason to believe it was once selected as the 
appropriate emblem of our own finitfnl and generous Louisiana, 
On the oldest map of the French Colony on the shelves of Mr. 
Qayerre's new Historical Society, bearing date more than a century 
and a half ago, it may be found by those curiously interested. It 
may be briefly described as a simple shield with a ducal coronet 
in middle chief, beneatJi which, resting upon a block of solid gold 
the horn of plenty pours out its treasuroa. It is support-ed by 
two athletic aboriginal sons of the soil and liecked by the fleur 
-'" la. The field is green, which, in the language of her^Jdiy 

— ""uts youth, love and fruitfulness. 

it appears with royal sanction waa the emblem of prti 
Louisiana, suggested by her known coutribntions to oo„ 
16 and those the romance and tradition of her earlieet writers 
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Mnted. as among the hidden resources she stood ready to poor 
into the lap of Europe. 

Not nnwiaely, perhaps, onr realistic later fathers ignored the 
ancient emblem and substituted the Pelii^an aod her aest of idle, 
hnngry, clamoring young, feeding npon the life of the mother, a.% 
the emblem of the State of Louisiana— fit emblem, perbaj f a 
government where the uttermost Tesources of the indust al 
oiasHes are strained to feed her idle, hungry, clamoring ofGoe hoi t 
ing parasites. 

Without disonesiog, therefore, the lessons of the pelican 1 t t 
he ours to trace the horn of plenty which has ponred out ts 
blessing in our beloved State of Louisiana and City of the gle m 
ing Crescent —that horn of plenty which, taking the sftiip* of li 
Lottery wheel has done more than any single inetrummtatitji the e^nfor 
tkepromotUm of edaoation, internal itnprovementg, charity and r I g%on 

In the earliest days of territorial Louisiana, after the Amen an 
flag had been raised over this city, but before bet admission nto 
the sisterhood of States, the Lottery was first enlisted in the 
cause of Christ. 

In the snmmer of 1805 a few of the English speaking nhab 
tants came together and aere.ed toform themselves into a P t st 
ant coiiCTegation. Weekly meetings were held in the month f 
June of that year, and on Sunday the 18th, it was decided by 
ballot, that an Episcopal chnrbh should be organized and known 
as Christ's Chnreh. The Episcopal vote was forty-fire out of a 
total of fifty-three ; and the argnmeat nsed that seemed to have 
the greatest effect in settling the controversy was that the 
ceremonies and ritaal of the Episcopal feith were more in har- 
mony with those of Father Antoine's Church at Place d'Arms, and 
therefore less calculated to excite hostility as a new religious 
eiperiment. Fortunately no hostility towards the new church 
was manifested, save perhaps the formal protest of the Catholic 
Archbishop, and this was simply an objection to the new charch of 
the heterodox being erected within the then city limits. It was 
courteously addressed to the Mayor and Aldermen, and by them 
as oonrteously read and ordered filed. 

The Keverend Philander Chase, who had been invited to as- 
sume cbarge of tHfc new congregation, preached his first sermon 
on the 5th of November, 1805, the authorities kindly offering the 
use of the Principal for the occasion. In a few weeks, however, 
services came to be permanently held at Col. Freeman's house, oa 
Royal street, the officiating clergyman opening a school, mean- 
time, to aid him in his scanty support. 

The congregation grew apace. A lot was after a while secured 
on Canal street, at the eastern corner of Bourbon, and in the 
year 1810 a petition was made to the Legislative Council for 
authority to raise by Lottery a fund sufficient to pay for the 
erection of a chnreh. Let us digress long enough to oojiy from 
the Zouieiana Gazette of April a3d, 1810, the following extract : 
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" WaidenB — Doetora Dow and Leonard. 

" Veatrymen— Benjamin Morgan, Job. McNiel, Beverly Chew, 
_os. Saul, G. W. Morgan, R. D. Sheppard, A. K. EUery, D. Urqn- 
hart, S. Paokwood, Thos. Elmes, John Taylor, Alfred Hennen 
and J. C, BarClett." 

Tie legialfttivo liod^ took prompt and snfflciont a. 
passage of the following ; 

" AN ACT 
Toanthoriza tlieEeotor, Wardens aot 
ConntJ' of Orleftns, to raise tbe son 
"The Beotor, Wardens aoiJ'Vestvymen and others, by their peti- 
tion to the Legislature of this Territory, having prayed for an 
act to authorize them to raise, liy Ijottery, the sum of ten thous- 
and doIlMB, for the jjurpoBe of erecting a place of puhlio worship 
for the s^d Church : 

" Skction 1. Be it tlter^ore enacti^ by tiie Legislalive (kmndl and 
Mouse of E^rea^tatives of the Territory of OrUaas, in Oeneral 
Ammbly convened. That the Kector, Widens and Vestrymen of 
Chriai'a Church in the county of Orleans be authorized and em- 
powered, to raise by a Lottery the said aum of ten thonsand dol- 
lars, for the purpose of building a place of public worship for 
said Churoh. 

" Sbc. 2. And he itfvrther enacted, That the said Rector, Church 
Wardens and Vestrynieii shall choose five discreet persons who 
shall act as managers of said Lottery, to make a scheme for said 
Lottery, to sign and sell the tickets, superintend the drawing 
thereof, andto pay the prices drawn therein ; which said managers 
shall give bond to the Governor of the Territory, to be by him 
approved, in. the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, oondi- 
tKined for tbe faithful performance of the duties required of them 
by this act. 

" Sec. 3. And he H furllm enacted, That the Lottery aforesaid 
Bhsll be divided into three classes, if deemed expedient by the 
Managers thereof, who shall have power to d^roy all the unsold 
tickets of the class about to be drawn and to reduce the priaes to 
be drawn for therein, in proportion to tbe number destroyed ; and 
to commence and carry on a second and third class until the 
before-mentioned sum of ten thousand dollars shall be raised by 
said Lottery.

The Lottery was drawn, the money was obtained, and the c< 
nerstone of the edifice was laid with prayers and songs of praise 
and appropriate ^premonies on the 27th day of Jnly, 1815. We 
quote again from the Loaiaiana Gasette of August 1, of that year : 

" On Thnrsday last, the twenty-seventh ultimo, the corner- 
stone of a protestant chnroh was Md in this city. 

" We hope that piety and morals will flourish under the benign 
inflnence of the Great Author of all good ; that the people will 
acknowledge the great and important tmth that " it is righteo 
BOSS alone that exalteth a nation." 

The Reverend Philander Chaae did not stay to see his work 
completed. In 1811 he resigned and went away. Now and then 
the congregation was addressed by itinerant preachers, and at 
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different places. Rev, Sela Faine preached in the United States 
Court Room on K«yal street; Rev. Mr. Hale and Rev. Wm. 
WinanB at the Government House ; Rev. Jamea F. Hull, Eider 
Lorenzo Dow and others at Mr. Panlding's oommodions reeidende. 
Even Father Antoine of sainted memory— who never refused 
the last offices of the church to a dying sinner — permitted "He v. 
Mr. Johnson to preach in the Cathedral of St. Louis, the only con- 
dition imposed being that the adiiress should be in French, ao 
that his hearers conM comprehend it. 

What a commentary was this act of the good old priest on the 
religious development of this tlie last quarter of the nineteenth 
century! But this was the primitive days of religion as of 
society in the southwest. The work of evangelization of this 
oonntry had hardly commenced. There obtained a crude csode of 
morals, baaed npon revelation, that, like the unwritten common 
law, passed from mouth to month, and sufficed for the welfare 
of souls. The priest in the robes of hia sacred office marched 
■with the freemaeons to the tomb of the deceased brother, and the 
square and compass gleamed npon the snrjilice and stole as they 
pointed the departed soul on its way to the fuU fruition of its 
great desire — the souroe of Living Light 

The Holy Word had not come to he viewed too cheaply then 
Creedsmen had not gone to quarreling e^er the meaning of its 
preoefits, and the scoffer had not learned to doubt its geaerouH 
promises or blaspheme its sacred najnes 

Under date of April 95, 1815, Mi Alfred Hennen, lately 
gathered to his fathers, but then Secretary ot the Board of Mana 
gers of the Louisiana Bible Society, submitted a report Irom 
which the following extract is taken : 

" Some of the Tennessee militia when pasaing through Nash 
ville on their way to New Orleans, had enquired in vain for a 
bible; not one was to be found for sale and in the month of 
December last a similar enquiry was publicly made in thia city 
by a gentleman from the Amite ; nor ia there at this moment a 
bible to be purchased in any bookstore in the city of 
Hew Orleans." 

The Church waa speedily built, and within itp walla the Word 
of Holiness waa tanght by those eminent divines, Hull, Barlow 
and Brownell. 

The Church stood for years, the only sanctuary of prote8tan.t 
■worshippers. In the capacious yard stood the handsome monu- 
ment erected by the State to commeniorale the public worth and 
private virtues of Louisiana's first American Governor, Wm. C. C. 
Claiborne. Both have disappeared before the hungry tooth of 
decay, and the grand palaces of trade stand now on the historic 
site. Christ Church has been rebuilt twice since then,— in 1837 
on the old ground, and ten years later on a now site the present 
building was erecttd. 

Such in brief ia the history of the Mother Episcopal Church of 
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And self-abaaBtnont wear a t»Qghty faee : 

H™ Binne™, lonn in foUy's males whirled. 

With pomp and splsraaor may renonnoB lie world ; 

How witli all saints hereafter to appear, 

Tet unite eecape tha vulgar portion hsra." 

_ When in 1805 the ballot was taken to determine the' denomm v 
tion to lie adopted by the first protestant congregation there 
were seven preebyterian votes oaat out of the 53. 

The believera in the " sterner creed " worshipped with their 
Episcopalian brothers a few years, until their own numbers in 
creased so that they were jnatified in organizing a church society 
of their own. In Febmary, 1818 they met at Mr. Paublmg s 
honse, organized, and sent for a preacher. In the following 
Deoember arrived the Rev. SyKeeter Lamed, 

"Thfigood jonngpHeet with tie Raphael face " 
■whose name and fame have survived the wear and tear of tiina 
and are still cherished with pious, altnoat worshipful renieni 
brances. The pulpit of Christ's CLnreh waa given to him for an 
extra service after regular hours. It was half-past fonr o'clock 
in the evening of the last Sunday in December, when the holy 
man raised hw eyes to h«aven in prayer, and the Iremulous tf ne^ 
of his mellow voice were wafteil out for the first time up )n the 
expectant and hnngry ears of an immense tirong who had come 
to listen to the boy-preacher, the fame of whose singnlar an 1 
overpowering eloquence and surpassing beanty of person bad. 
preceded him from his western home. In the following July the 
pulpit waa ready for him in the new church " opposite Oraiier s 
square," but his ministrations were as brief as they were bril 
liant. With the eoing ont of the month of Aueuet in the follow 
mgyear, ia the beisEt ol a fearfu! pestilence wherein he had 
«MflU8ted himaelf, ministering consolation with prayer and parse 
by day and night M the bedside of the sick and dying, this noble 
iife ebbed awayi^he most eloquent tongue in America was 
paralyzed in death. 

Meantime the new chureh was laboring under severe financial 
embaj-rassments. It had incurred debts it couid not pay The 
city government— which hadadvancedthoiiaandsof dollars to aid 
the French refugees from San Domingo while it had refused to 
furnish or be responsible for the price of vegetables for Wilkin 
--^'8 army, rotting and dying of tlie scurvy at Terre-aux-Boenia— 

a oppressing the church for money due. The vestry of the 
church, alive to their responsibilities, and fearful lest the labor 
of years of love should go &r naught, besouahtthe Legislatjure for 
reUef, which was promptly granted in the following act; 
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ITie Lottery has done ita work faithfully in the past, and the 
record is historical. Even those who have been gathered to their 
fathers have had occasion to call its methods blessed. E vea those 
who know it not have partaken of the riches of the flowing oi 
nnoopia. 

The Lottery of which we speak has heeu that of Loaiaiana. It 
has eapped the country of none of its wealth. It haa not sent 
much away to bring little back. It has deported no gold beyond 
the seas to aid in. maintaining on the soil of the new world the 
standard which represents a " riyer of blood flowing between 
margins of gold," Its benefits have rested upon all alike. Aa Portia 
rendered meicy : 

" It ia twioe blesaed ; 
It bleBees him Biait giTes and liiin tli.i,t takes." 

Enongh that we have called attention to two points ; 

1. That the cornucopia was the ancient emblem of Louisiana. 

2. That the oomneopia, modernized into the Lottery Wheel, haa 

Knred out more blessinga upon the church, the school-house, the 
spital and the highway, in the early as in the later life of 
Louisiana, than haye i;ome in the same period from aay other 
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
